"Section 5. The Community-Integrated Living Arrangenents
Licensure and Certification Act is amended by changing

Section 3 as foll ows:

Sec. 3. As used in this Act, unless the context requires
ot herw se:

(a) "Applicant™ means a person, group of persons,
associ ation, partnership or corporation that applies for a
license as a comunity mnmental health or devel opnental
servi ces agency under this Act.

(b) "Community nental health or devel opnental services
agency"” or "agency" neans a public or private agency,
associ ation, partnership, corporation or organization which,
pursuant to this Act, certifies comunity-integrated |I|iving
arrangenents for persons with nental illness or persons with
a devel opmental disability.

(c) "Departnment” nmeans the Departnent of Human Services

(as successor to the Departnent of Mental Health and
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Devel opnental Disabilities).

(d) "Community-integrated living arrangenent” neans a

living arrangenent certified by a coomunity nental health or
devel opnent al services agency under this Act where 8 or fewer
recipients with nental illness or recipients W th a

devel opnental disability who reside under the supervision of

agency. Exanpl es of comuni ty i nt egrated l[iving

arrangenments include but are not limted to the foll ow ng:

(1) "Adult foster care", a living arrangenent for
recipients in residences of famlies unrelated to them
for the purpose of providing famly care for the
recipients on a full-tinme basis;

(2) "Assisted residential care", an independent
living arrangenent where recipients are intermttently
supervi sed by off-site staff;

(3) "Crisis residential care", a non-nedical |iving
arrangenment where recipients in need of non-nedical,
crisis services are supervised by on-site staff 24 hours
a day;

(4) "Hone individual prograns”, living arrangenents
for 2 unrelated adults outside the famly hone;

(5) "Supported residenti al care", a l'iving
arrangenment where recipients are supervised by on-site
staff and such supervision is provided | ess than 24 hours
a day; and

(6) "Comrunity residenti al al ternatives", as
defined in the Communi ty Resi dent i al Al ternatives
Li censi ng Act; and-

(7) "Special needs trust-supported residential

care", a living arrangenent wher e reci pients ar e

supervised by on-site staff and that supervisionis

provi ded 24 hours per day or less, as dictated by the

needs of the recipients, and determined by service

providers. As wused in this item (7), "special needs
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trust" means a trust for the benefit of a disabled

beneficiary as described in Section 15.1 of the Trusts

and Trustees Act.

(e) "Recipient" nmeans a person who has received, is
receiving, or is in need of treatnent or habilitation as
those terns are defined in t he Ment al Heal t h and
Devel opnmental Disabilities Code.

(f) "Unrelated" neans that persons residing together in
progranms or placenents certified by a community nmental health
or devel opnental services agency under this Act do not have
any of the following relationships by blood, marriage or
adopt i on: par ent, son, daught er, br ot her, sister,
grandparent, uncle, aunt, nephew, niece, great grandparent,
great uncle, great aunt, stepbrother, stepsister, stepson,
st epdaughter, stepparent or first cousin.
